FEELING IN BERLIN. | 

Loxoow, July 10.—Beacounsiieid’s coup has 
thrown into the glade all other topics.) The 
Times Berlin correspondent says that when the 
Anglo-Turkish convention was first announced 
there English diplomacy enjoyed, a presfige 
such as it had not enjoyed for a long time, but 
later some disseutients were heard, The cous, 
said some, is undoubtedly clever, but if is a 
question whether in the long run it will redound 
to the honor and interest of England.

IN VIENNA.

IN PARIS. 

The Times’ Paris correspondent represents 
public opinion there as about equally divided. 
While newspaper comments are upiversalJy fa- 
vorable, some critics suy France ought te be sat- 
isfied, as it is now shown England has nb de- 
signs ou Egypt, while others declare that En- 
gland virtually bas possession of Reypt * se- 
curing Cyprus. 

IN ENGLAND. 

The Manchester Guardian's London corre 
spondent says: ‘Official Liberals ~ = hot di- 
rectly challenge the volicy of the Goverment, 
but will criticize it, and may even progese a 
resolution, but, iu any case, the effect will be to 
throw the responsibility entirely ob the 
Government; to find fault with them 
for the surprise, and to 0obring! into 
prominence the limitless obligations in 
which the country fs likely to beiuvolved, The 
most romarkable icature of the situation is the 
doubtful view held of this stroke of policy by 
the Conservative party. They regard itjas the 
necessary result of the late campuigh, but 
mauy of them look upon it as a necessary evil. 
As a party, thev feel heavily the respongibility 
cast upon them. 

ASIA MINOR. 

The same correspondent says: ‘fhe system 
upon which Asia Minor is to be administered 
will be generally based upon the Indian practice 
of Residents or Agents.

* HAVE NO ADMINISTRATIVE POWERS. 

The Ambassador at Constantinople will act 
upon the information they supply, andthe ma- 
chinery to enforce what may be deemed requi- 
site for the good government of the country 
will be manipulated by the Porte.

Should this be the case, it is belteved that the 
question will uot raise material difficulties in 
the Congress. It is thought, in fact, that the 
discussion of the treaty will be of great advap- 
tage in promoting an underst; uding among the 
Powers. 

BBACONSFIELD’S DIPLOMACY. 

London., July 10.—A Berlin correspondent 
says: “The date for the publication of the 
Anglo- Turkish treaty is supposed to have been 
selected with a view to avoid ulterior complica 
tious. If the Berlin peace treaty is signed by 
Russia with the knowledge of the existcave of 
the Anglo-Turkish treaty, the latter treaty 
cannot hereafter be alleged by Russia 
es 4 reason for impugning the va- 
lidity of the Berlin instrument; whereas, 
should Russia now decline to adhere to the Ber- 
lin treaty unless modified to sult the position 
which supervened since the publication of the 
Anglo-Turkish treaty, she must prepare for the 
troubles she wished to avoid when going to Ber- 
in.

LonpDon, July 10.—A Comstantinople dispatch 


says that Fawcett, returned from Lagos, reports 


intense suffering among the population south 
of the Rhodope Mountains. He enumerates 
the horrors perpetrated by Bulgarians and 
Cossacks, and sometimes by the regular 
Russian soldicrs, whose design seems to be 


the extermination or dispersion of the 
Mussulmans and the Chfistians favora- 
ble to them.

THE LAST ENGLISH ACQUISITION.

The history of Cyprus takes us back to the 
morning of civilization. Colontzed by the Phe- 
nicians, conquered by the Greeks, wrested from 
them by the Egyptians, seized next by the Per- 
elans, made a part of the Macedonian Kingdom 
after the victorg-of Alexander, subsequently in- 
corporated into the Graeco-Egyptian Kingdom 
of the Ptolemieg, it formed still later a por 
tion of the Roman and Byzantine Em- 
pires. It was conquered by the Arabs in 
the seventh century, and was known as the 


Kingdum of Crprus in the era of the Crusades, 
when, for the reported wrecking, roobing, aud 
imprisonment of sotne of his ple, while he 
lay sick at Rhodes, Richard t Lion- Hearted 
visited the island with his wrath, captured 


Isaac, the Comnpenian Prince, who styled him-~ 


self Emperor of the island, apd carried bim off 
toacastle on the coast of Palestine: For a 
time it formed part of the Latin Kingdom of 
Palestine, and the name of Cyprus was added 
to the title of the Christian Kings of Jerusalem. 

It was, in fact, a possession of the Kuights 
Templar until, after various vicissitudes, the 
Venetians obtained and bheid it, till it was 
wrested from them by the Turks.

CONGRESSIONAL. 
GEN. WASHBURN, OF MINNESOTA, NOMINATED 
FOR CONGRESS.

Sr. Paut, July 10,—At the Republican Con- 
agvessional Convention, held here to-day, Gen. 
W. D. Washburn, of Minneapolis, was nomi- 
nated by acclamation, Kamsay County seconding 
the nomination. Great harmony and enthusiasm 
prevailed, and the election of the nominee is 
assured by a majority of from 8,000 to 5,000, 
Gen. William D. Washburn is a native of Liver- 
more, Me., and is 42 years of age. lie is 6 
ataduate of Bowdoin College, Majne, and 
studied law at Bangor with the Hon. John A. 
Peters, ex-member of Congress, apd now Judge 
of the Supreme Court of Maine. He settled at 
Minneapolis in 1858, where for several years be 
pursued the practive of his profession. He was ap- 
pointed by Mr. Lincoln sSurveyor-General of 
Minnesota in 1801, and, after boiding the post- 
tion for some years, be entered into the lumber 
business, whieh he has since successfully pur- 
sued. Hue is the President of the Minneapolis 
& St. Louis Raliroad Company, and also Presi- 
dent of the Minzeapolis Board of Trade. lle 
has been a member of the Legisiature of Min- 
nesota, and was a candidate for Goveraor before 
the Repubiican State Copvention in 1873, and 
last the nomination by a iniscount of the votes, 
ad it afterwardsappeared. Three of his brothers 
have been members of Congress, two of them 
Governors of Siates, and one of them Secretary 
of State apd Mipister to France, and another 
United States Minister Kesideut to Paraguay.

There 
Was no Qgpposition at the meeting to the pool 
being formed, because no one was present but 
Mr. Vanderbilt’s own men, as the representa- 
tives of the three Western roads are quite. as 
much Vanderbilt men as New York Central men 
are. There will no doubt be much dissatisfac- 
tion among the outside stockholders of the Lake 
Shore Road, but they are in the minority and 
cannot help themselves. A result of the pool 
will be the immediate raising of 
freight rates on the Canada Southern, Michi- 
gan Central, and Lake Shore Railroads, which 
will affect New-Yorkers who ship goods to Chi- 
cago or beyond. It probably will have no effect 
on the New York Central’s tariff. A general 

pooling arrangement among the four creat 
trunk lines is extremely improbable. There is 
nobody bere to arrange such a pool, although 
Vice-President Cassat, of the Pepasylvania 
Railroad, telegraphed yesterday for rooms in 
the United States Hotel. He has not yet ar- 
rived, and it is generally believed he has

The extent to which it [the power of taxation 
shal) be exercised, the subjects upon which it shal 
be exercised, and the mode in which it shall be ex- 
ercised, are all equally within the discretion of 
the Legislatures to which the States commit the 
exercise of the power.

“TK well-informed correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times writes to that paper upon the 
value of the Danube as a commercial outlet, 
and corrects a very general misapprehension 
upon this subject. He argues that, if all ex- 
portation by the Danube were stopped to- 
mo „it would not affect European com- 
mertze a jof, and that, so far as Hungary, 
A and Germany are commercially con- 
cernell, the Danube ends at Drenkova, in the 
Banat. Below that point for sixty miles, 
the river is a series of rapids, the lowest 
being the famous Iron Gates,” which ate 
practically unnavigable. This being the 
case, he claims It is not surprising to flud 
that not one ton of grain or other natural 
produce goes this way, or that the railway 
routes which now directly connect all 
parts of Austria, Hungary, and Galicia 
with the Roumanian Capital and local 
towns convey almost exclusively the 
more valuable manufactured goods: In 
short, the traffic from above to below the 
Iron Gates, and vice versa, is now restricted 
to paltry dimensions, while what remains is 
threatesed with a certain further reduction 
so son as Austria and Hungary are more 
closély joined by railways to Servia and Bui- 
garia.” The value of the Danube lies in its 
navigation between the Iron Gates and the 
Black Sea. A large proportion of the corn 
of Roumania, Servia, Bulgaria, ana Bessarabia 
finds its way abroad by the Lower Danube, 
and is exported at Sulina; but even this value 
is constantly decreasing as railroad systems 
of communication between the interior and 
the Black Sea are developed, so that in a very 
few years it will be a matter of indifference 
what Power holds the mouths of the river. 


AMOUNT OF MONEY IN 1865 AND 1878. 

The communication of Mr. James Mo- 
ANTHUR on currency contraction contains so 
many errors and misconceptions that we 
feel constrained to correct a few of the larger 
ones. He starts with the assumption that 
prices depend upon volume of money.” 
This is a half-truth, and, if accepted as ap- 
plicable to the varying volume of currency 
in this country, is exccedingly misleading. 
It is subject to several important exceptions 
and modifications. It can hardly be accept- 
ed even as a half-truth unless it is made to 
embrace all civilized nations at the same 
time, as the prices in each influences prices in 
all tho others. In the next place, the find of 
currency called money must be partic 
ularly considered. 

A common monetary standard must be 
used as @ measure of prices before we can 
have a basis of comparison thereof. The 
world's standard is coin. When we speak of 
an article being worth so many dollars, it 
means in the mind of - mankind so many 
ounces of silver or grains of gold,—an ounce 
for a dollar (nearly), or twenty-three grains 
of pure gold. In August, 1865, when, as Mr. 
MoAnrnos ciphers out, there was 962 millions 
ef money in circulation, each dollar was 
only 69 cents. That was all the holders could 
get for it in coin or sterling exchange, and 
that was the extent of its purchasing power. 
The value of each nominal dollar at that 18 
flated period was less than that of the Ger- 
mn thaler. It required $144 of paper to 
equal 8100 of real money, as the world re- 
gards money, and the total 962 milhons of 
paper currency and legal-tender bonds had a 
coin value or purchasing power at that time 
of only 664 millions of coin or actual doilars. 
The other 298 millions were gas or fiction, 
and represented nothing in the way of ex- 
changeable value. 

Prices in a particular nation, as ours, for 
example, depend not only on the kind of 
money, whether coin or depreciated, as 
shown above, but on several other considern- 
tions, one of which is the tariff, and another 
is the distance from the point of sale or pur- 
chase of any commodity. The tariff noto- 
riously enhances the price of imported 
goods, and, to a greater or less extent, all 
domestic competing articles. And prices 
thus arbitrarily and artificially inflated react 
upon the priees of other things, except those 
of agricultural products, whose prices are de- 
termined by the foreign market. The cost 
of transportation from the point of produc- 
tion to the place of sale, and the expense of 
freight from the place of purchase of goods 
to the place of consumption, exercise an im- 
mense influence on prices, regardless of the 
‘volume of currency in the country. Then 
comes in the dominating power of the law of 
supply and demand on the prices of proper- 
ty. Ali these things must be taken into ac- 
count, and all of them seem to have been 
left out of sight by our correspondent. 

The currency in use in August, 1865, was 
depreciated 44 per cent; consequently, all 
producis and property were marked up 44 
per cent above their actual or coin value. A 
man purchasing anything at that time with 
gold or silver money would have been 
allowed a discount of 44 per cent from 
currency prices , 44 per cent of the currency 
values consisted of —gas. 

Our correspondent is wide of the fact, even 
on a gold basis, when he asserts that prices 
depend upon volume of money,” if he leaves 
gut of account the controiling effects of 
tariffs, cost of transportation, aud supply and 
demand, and if he restricts his rule to one 
country,—the United States, for instance,— 
as our national experience has demonstrated. 
In the spring of 1861, before the commence- 
ment of the Civil War, there was a paper or 
bank currency estimated at 195 to 206 mill- 
ions—we will call it 200 millions—and gold 
and silver to the amount of 100 to 125 mill- 
tons—call it the larger sum. Half of this 
was held in the vaults of the banks as re- 
serves, and the other half was in common 
circulation among the people. The whole 
amounted to but $10 per inhabitant in the 
United States at the time. 

On the Ist of July, 1878, Mr. MoAnrnur 
admits we hed 714} millions of currency in 


circulation, and this moncy has a purchas-

at that time. Are prices 50 per cent 
higher now than they were in 1660-61? 
Everybody knows they are not. On the con- 
trary, many articles are actually lower, and 
ag a whole there is not much difference. But 
714} millions do not measure the present 
volume of current money. In California gold 
is the common currency in circulation. The 
Eastern banks keep a part of their 
reserves in gold, which liberates greenbacks. 
Gold is the money used to pay duties and 
settle foreign balances. It is a quite moder- 
ate estimate that one hundred millions of 
gold is actively employed as currency 
in the Pacific Coast States, and held 
as legal-tender in bank reserves, ard used 
for paying duties and settling balances 
in foreign trade. Then we have at 
least fifteen millions more silver in cir- 
culation as money than our correspondent 
estimates, for he overlooks the new standard 
dollars, the trade dollars, and the old sub- 
sidiary coins that have come back into use, 
making the following total of circulating 
money :

This volume of money makes $15.30 per 
inhabitant, or almost twice the amount we 
had per capita previous to the commence- 
ment of the Civil War, and prices average 
about the same now as then. 

In swelling his grand total to 962 millions 
of money in 1865, our correspondent is com- 
pelled to drag in 34 millions of 5 per cent 
bond-notes and 217 millions of compound- 
interest 6 per cents. 

As a matter of fact, these circulated very 
little as money, as nobody would pass them 
at par a month after they were issued or ten- 
der them for debts, on account of the accn- 
mulated interest. They were only legal- 
tender for their face, and not for their face 
and interest. After circulating for a few 
days they became too fat and heavy to travel, 
aud the holders would not part with them 
except at a premium. A part were held by 
the banks as reserves, but they mainly took 
the shape of temporary investments and idle 
money. Our banks now have a couple hun- 
dred millions of unloaned, idle money on 
hand, which they would love to convert into 
such paper as those compounds“ were. 
Secretary McOutioca, in his annual report 
to Congress dated Oct. 31, 1865, said : 


In addition to the United States notes (green- 
backs). there were alsa outstanding $32, 36, 000 
5 per cent Treasury notes and $173,012, 140 com 
ut al 6 per cent interest notes, of which it would 
doubtless be safe to estimate that $30,000, 000 
Were in circulation as currency. 


Bat, to avoid controversy, let us concede 
that the compounds and fives were doing 
active currency duty in 1565 equal to 
$60,000,000 of greenbacks,—and this is a 
large and liberal estimate. 

Our correspondent estimates the amount 
of State-Bank notes in circulation on Aug, 
31, 1865, at ‘$75,000,000. Perhaps others 
bave made similar guesses, but we do not 
bdlieve there was the quarter of it. The re- 
pressive tax of ten per cont on such notes 
stampeded them out of ciroulation very sud- 
ddnly. But, letting his estimate stand, al- 
though it is certainly $50,000,000 too large, 
we have the following comparative results

Such are the naked facts, however they may 
conflict with preconeeived notions or inter- 
fere with theories erected upon erroneous 
foundations. 

We shail not extend this article to crit- 
icise what our correspondent says in regard 
to contracting debts in 1865 in 69-cent dol- 
lars, and the hardship of making payment 
in 1878 in 100-cent dollars. There is much 
foundation in equity for his remarks on that 
score. But the creditor of course points to 
the time when money that he loaned worth 100 
cents in gold, was repaid him in currency 
worth 80, 60, or 40 cents on the dollar. The 
observation should be here made that more 
than half of all the debts contracted in any 
yéar are paid within a year thereafter, and 
9) per cent of the debts contracted are paid 
within three years thereafter. There is not 
now unpaid or maturing four per cent of the 
obligations that were outstanding in 1868. 
66, nor seven per cent of the debts out- 
standing at the time of the pauic. Of na- 
tional, State, and municipal bonds, of course 
the proportion is larger; but of private 
débts, the statement is correct. While the 
amount of debt at any one time is enormous, 
the great bulk ofit is liquidated within one or 
two years, and nearly all within five. These 
facts our correspondent seems also to ‘have 
overlooked or ignored. 


ENGLAND'S NEW ALLIANCE. 

The European Congréss draws to a closo, 
and will be regarded in history as one of the 
most memorable gatherings of this century. 
It was not along war whose results have 
been scrutinized ; it did not* involve a gen- 
eral European question, but was fought upon 
a local issue; and one of tho combatants was 
ajsecoud-class Power, and yet the aggregate 
of the results is woll-nigh gigantic. It came 
near blotting out Turkey; has restored En- 
gland to her former position as a great Con- 
tinental Power; and has perfected an alli- 
ance between the two which has overreached 
Russia, and which must exercise a potent 
influence in the future upon European poli- 


It is evident now that, long before the 
treaty of San Stefano was concluded, Drs- 
RAELI, SaLisBury, and other English leaders, 
contemplated the very results that are now 
agcomplished, and that, while they were 
making such a fuss over the preliminary 
treaty between Russia and Turkey, they 
Were contemplating a permanent treaty 
between Eogland and Turkey, which 
should give to the former the suze- 
reinty of the latter. Every movement 
that was made points in chis direction. Ag 
far as possible, the discontented Christian 
populations have been eliminated from Tur- 
key in Europe, so that Russia in the future 
may not have the pretext of Moslem intol- 
erance and persecution for again attacking 
Turkey. They have compelled Turkey to 
aflopt a better local administration of gov- 
ernment, because under such an administra- 
tion taxation will yield more revenue, and 
more revenue will guarantee more interest 


22 large indebtedness to England. 
‘They nave worked upon Turkish feans until 


the Porte has become convinced that Russia 
would devour the Empire by piecemeal, and 
at last completely absorb and assimilate it 
as she has the Circassians. The moment that 
the Turks awoke to the realization of this 
danger was England’s opportunity, and she 
improved it by making an alliance with them. 
There was no other Power that could make 
this alliance. France, Italy, and Germany 
have little interest in the Eastern 
Question, care nothing for supremacy in 
Asia. They have no possessions there, and 
no interest in Eastern Europe above the 
Iron Gates of the Danube, where their 
river-commerce ends. Austria has interests, 
but she is neither in a military nor a finan- 
cial condition to effect such an alliance, or, 
even if she effected it, to use it for any 
valuable purpose. England, on the other 
hand, is strong both asa financial and war 
Power, and, so long as she holds the purse 
and the sword and commercial supremacy 
on the seas, she can strike in every direc- 
tion and hold this alliance in lerrorem over 
Russia. She has, in fact, regained her lost 
prestige, and comes to the front again as 
one of the strongest Powers in Europe. She 
can now defy Russia. Six months ago she 
did not dare to do it without consulting Aus- 
tria. 7 

The motive which has actuated England 
in making this alliance is not difficult to find. 
The Eastern Question is an abstruse problem 
and full of complicated side-issnes, but the 
essence of it, from the English standpoint, 
is the protection of India from some future 
Russian invasion. It is natural that England 
should apprehend such an invasion, for thb 
natural growth of Russia is toward India. 
She has already stretched across the north- 
ern part of Asia to the Pacific. On the 
northeast she is gravitating toward China; 
on the southwest, down through Khokand 
toward the Himalayas. With Asiatic Turkey 
under her protection, England will 
at all times threaten Russia upon 
the flank. The alliance, therefore, 
in the first place, is a strong provision of 
security for India, and this security will be 
still further strengthened by her railroad 


systems now in contemplation, the most 


colossal of which will be the road across the 
Syrian Desert and down the Valley of the 
Euphrates to the head of the Persian Gulf, 
the first step towards which has been taken 
in the occupation of Cyprus. In the second 
place, the alliance will strengthen the loyalty 
of her Indie» subjects and remove the dis- 
content and restlessness. There are over 
40,000,000 Mahometans in India who recog- 
nize the Sultan as the head of their Church. 
When these Mahometans find that Vicroria, 
Empress of India, is in alliance with the 
Sultan, and has become the protector of the 
Mahometans of the mother country, the nat- 
ural result must be to make them more loyal 
to the English crown, and ready at any time 
to oppose the designs of Russia, the natural 
enemy of the Turk. In the third place, 

England not only pacifies her own Mahom- 
etans and makes them zealous partisans 
of hers in any foreign war, but she secures an 
immense contingent to draw from. Making 
allowances for the reductions of territory 
made by the Congress, there aro still 6,000, - 
000 Turks left in Europe, while Turkey in 
Asia has a little over 16,000,000, and in Afri- 
ca nearly 4,000,000, making in all a popula- 

tion of about 25,000,000, who will be active 
allies, and upon whom she can call in time of 
trouble, besides the millions of natives in 

India who will rally with enthusiasm to her 

support. With one stroke she has secured 

India against danger, has pacified her Indian 

Mahometan subjects, has placed almost in- 

surmountable obstacles in the way of Russia, 

and has regained her lost prestige. Unless 

this alliance can be broken, England is in a 

position to influence European politics and 

shape European policies. 


The words of Gov. Hampron, in his re- 
cent speech in Barnwell County, South Caro- 
lina, were not only creditable to the man 
who uttered them, but fall of timely warn- 
ing to the whole people of the South. He 
insisted, in the most determined manner, 
that the Democrats of South Carolina mast 
abide by the pledges of 1576 in that State, 
which guaranteed to the biacks complete 
political freedom and equality. He said that 
Democrats had been promising them this for 
years, and had appealed to them an that 
ground to seck a better protection under 
Democratic rule than had been given them 
under the rule of the carpet-baggers; and 
he warned his hearers that a violation of the 
pledge, cither by fraud or violence, would 
mean the destruction of the Democratic party 
in the South. But Gov. Hampros did not 
say all this without a purpose; he was 
prompted to make this kind of a speech by 
the signs of a disposition among the Dem- 
ocrats of the South to make sure of retain- 
ing their power by discriminating and op- 
pressive laws. He admitted that there were 
plentiful rumors of such a purpose in his 
own State, but there are even more pro- 
nounced indications of the same thing in 
other Southern States. There are combina- 
tions and devices for keeping the negroes 
away from the primaries, which is equivalent 
to saying to them that they may vote for 
such Democratic candidates as the managers 
doe fit to set up, but shall have no voice in 
the selection. Laws are also in contempla- 
tion to enable peremptory challenges, equiv- 
alent to a denial of suffrage, when the ne- 
groes are not going to vote the Democratic 
ticket. It is further suggested that, in the 
rural districts where the negro population 
is large but scattered, the polls may be so 
located as to prevent the black population 
from polling ita full vote. It is hinted, too, 
that the Returning Boards, being now in the 
hands of the Democrats, can maintain an 
everlasting hold on the offices for the Demo- 
cratic party, no matter what the result of 
the election may be. These were the cir- 
cumstances that called ont Wapz Hampro xs 
speech, and it is significant as indicating that 
there will be a serious breach among the 
Democrats in case the threatened frauds be 
carried out. The ‘‘ Independent” move- 
ment in Georgia may extend to other South- 
ern States.

WHAT MAY BE DONE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune,

GEN. SHERMAN’S NOTICE CONCERNING 
POSSE-COMITATUS LAW. 

Wisnmorox, D. C., July 10.—Gen. Sherman, 
ma general order, invites the attention of all 
officers of the army to a section in the Army Ap- 
prepriation bill providing that it shall not be 
lawful to employ any part of the army as a 
posse comitatus or otherwise, for the purpose of 
executing the laws, except in such cases and 
under such circumstances as such empicyment 
of said force may be expressly authorized by 
the Constitution or by act of Congress. 

The order coutains the provisions of the Con- 
stitution and acts. of Congress understood as 
intended to be exempt from the operation of 
the above section, and authorizing the employ- 
ment of military forces for the purpose of ex- 
ecuting the laws, namely: 

I. The fourth article of the Constitution declar- 
ing that the United States shall guarantee to every 
State in this Union a republican form of Govern- 
ment, and shall protect each of them against inva- 
sion, and on application of the Legislature vr of 
the Executive (whenthe Legislature cannet be 
convened) inst domesti¢ violence. 

2. The: Rights law (Socs. 1,984. 1,089, and 
1.901 of tne Revised Statutes), which makes it law- 
faifor the President to employ such bart of the 
land or naval forces or of militia as may be neces- 
sary to ud in the execution of a judicial process. 
orasshall de necessary to prevent the violation 
and enforce the due execution of civil rights.

DEFYING GOVERNMENT. 
ARMED COMBINATIONS TO RESIST REVENUE OF 

FICERS—THE NATIONAL AUTHORITIBS POWER- 

LESS UNLESS ARMSD IN SIXTY SOUTMERN 

COUNTIES. 

Correspondence Cincinnall Gazette. 

Wasnineron, D. C., July 6.—The open den- 
ance ot the revenue laws in various extensive 
portions of the Southern States has long caused 
much concern to the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue. It ts by far the most serious question 
with which he now has to deal, and he is giving 
it most vigorous attention. The recent at- 
tempts by the Democrats iu the House of Rep- 
resentatives to legislate in the interest of these 
violators of law has strengthened every South- 
ern band now arrayed against the enforcement 
of the law pertaining 4 illicit distijation and 
the fraudulent sale of tobacco. Such has been 
the swift result of the effort to prevent the use 
of the army in any case for the enforcement of 
national law, and the movement to give the 
State courts exclustve jurisdiction over the acts 
of United States officers operating within the 
States. 

These outlaws seem to regard the efforts at 
friendly legislation in their behalt as virtually 
accumplished, and look upon the power which 
the Democrats have already secured in the Gov- 
ernment, backed as it is by the hearty support 
which they receive in far too many iostances 
from the local authorities, as affording them 
suflictent immunity, and enabling them toeffect 
ually defy the national authorities. They have 
been further encouraged in their resistance by 
the fact that most of the members of the House 
representing these lawloss districts have been 
accustomed to appear promptly for the law- 
breakers at the Treasury Departmot, and at 
the Department of Justice, to insist that pro- 
ceedings against their constituents stiould vease. 
And in several cases this Congressional fnter- 
ference has extended to demands tor the prompt 
removal of the revenue othcers who attcuipted 
to enforce the law. 

‘This new sense of security which has been 
thus imparted to the leaders in ail these organ- 
ized bands by the active sympathy cXteuded by 
the Democrats iu Congress, is already giving 
great concern to the officers of intertial revenue 
in the various infected districts, which is tuliy 
shared by the authorities here, and the probieim 
of breaking up these armed organizations to 
protect fraud and resist’ the officers uf the Gov- 
erpment, and iusure the unmolested coilection 
of the national taxes, has suddenly taken an ad- 
ditional gravity, and surrounded itseli with new 
perplexitics. 

From the beat light which the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue has been able to obtuim, by 
a close and prolonged study of the whole qucs- 
tion, he has little doubt that the lose to the 
Treasury from the illicit trafiic ia whisky, bran 
dy, and tobacco, in districts where these lawicss 
orgauizations exist, is pow at the rate of from 
$6,000,000 to $10,000,000 annually. 

The organized bands for protecting these vio- 
lators of Revenue law, and the headquarters of 
their iliicit busimess, are chiefly found iu the 
mountain or iu the hill regions of the South. 
Both sides of the various Allegheny ranges, 
and the adjavent foothills from the Maryiaud 
and Pennsylvania lines to Central Georgia and 
Alabama, are thus largely infested. The billy 
regiou of Southern and Western Keitucky, ulld 
Westeru and Northwestern Tenniasee, with 
some of the brokeu regions of Missouri aud Ar 
kansas, anil a portion of Northern eka, are 
lee giving much trouble, and in portions of 
Kentucky and Tepnessee the opd¢:ators are 
upentvy detlatts Exceptin Virgiuia and Nor tt 
Carolina. dnd portions of Kentucky and Tea- 
nessee, the fraudulent traffic isin the prothucts 
of distillation.

HIS OPINION OF THINGS IN GENEKAL~—INDSITENpD 
BENCE-DAY SBNTIMENTS FROM VARIOUS PUB- 
LIC MEN.

Judge Key’s own sentiment followed, and a 
very sensible one it is, too: 

Hasten the day when there shall be no Eastern 
party, no Western party, no united North, and 
no solid South. but only a United States, peace- 
ful and prosperous. 

Gen. Butler's sentimeat may have been more 
ingenious, but it does not represent the honest 
sentiment of the man as closely as Judge Key, 
and I think everybody who knows the two men 
will agree with me. 

The next letter was from Senator Ferry, of 
Michigan. I read this sentence: “Can it be 
that the thousauds of lives and millions of treas- 
ures given for the integrity of the Union shall at 
last be dishonored by a craven surrender to a 
doubt cast upon the permanency of the Repub- 
lic?’ and remarked that I had heard something 
like it before. 

„Well, Ferry, you know,” gaid the Judge, “is 
a politician, and many politicians want to keep 
alive the cause and effects of the civil War and 
the continual misunderstanding and bad fecling 
between the North and the South. The cause 
for State sovereignty is gone, and there should 
not be such a sentiment. Slavery was the cause 
of the existence of what is known as State sor- 
ercignty.”’ 

The next letter, short and meaningless, was 
from Senator Conkling, aad the next from his 
colleague, Kernan, who regretted that he had 
not time to give a sentiment. Then followed a 
letter from Senator Davis, of Illinois: 

The restored Union: May each recarring anni- 
vorsary of this day teach us and those who are te 
come after us that union is the last hope for the 
perpetuity of free institutions, and that whoever 
reises hie hand against u is not only an enemy to 
liberty but a foe of civilzation, , 

Speaker Randall wrote as follows: 

In view of the 1 distreas and business 
depression I think I could not quote a more ap- 
propriate sentiment than this, taken from my ad- 
dress on assuming the chair of Speaker of the 
Forty-fifth Congress: When the iron rule of 
stern necessity darkens every houschold ia the 
land, extravagance on the part of the people's ser- 
vants is an unpardonable crime,” 

Fernando Wood wrote tn favor of a Republic 
as being the inost permanent and the most cou- 
ducive to human happiness. Gov. Chamberlain 
wrote a long letter, closing as follows: The 
blow that strikes down the rights of the 
poorest and most ignorant wegro in the 
South to-day ſe a blow at your rights aod mine. 
He.who strikes such a blow is not more guilty 
than he who acguiesces in its results or 
fraternizes with its authors,“ whicn is evidently 
intended for a blow at Mr. Hayes. Ex-Sevator 
Fenton wrote: 

Kates and charges ior transportation of persons 
and property between the same polute should be 
alike to all citizens. 

Ex-Gov. Seymour’s letter is copied in full: 

On this day ali should bear in mind the words of 
George Waeshington, when he warned us not to 
trust any man who tried to excite and keep alive 
sectional hate.

Horrible” Accident Before a Pud- 
_ dling Furnace in Phila- 
delphia. | ‘ 


Injudicious Generation of a Gi- 
gantic Force by Steam. 


One Man Almost Immediately Killed 
and Another Horribly Burned. 


Prevalence of Great Storms Yes- 
terday, East and West. 


The Track of the Late Cyclone in Wisoon- 
sin Revised and Amplified. 


A FEARFUL ACCIDENT. 
Apecia! Dispatch to The Tribune, 
PaILaDEtraia, July 10.— An explosion took 
place to-day tn the large rolling-mill of Stephen 
Robbins & Soo, iu this city. ‘The large paddling 
furnace in which the hou is prepared before 


passing through the rollers bad deen 
in full blast all day, and, shortly 
after 3 o'clock, the fires were drawn, 


the iron having previously been removed. Be- 
neath the grate of the furnace is a large basin 
contaluing water, and iato this the burnt coais 
and the residue of slag are gradually drawn 
when the fires are about being extinguished. 
This afternoon, when the puddling fur 
nace had seemingly been well cleaned, 
there remained above, in the shape of an arch, 
a large cohemve, glowing mass of cipders aud 
slag. The workmen in the mill, to increase the 
amount of water ip the basin, so us 
te more rapidiy cool the furpaet, turved 
water into it through a hose, and then one 
of them pointed the nozzle of the hose upward. 
The water struck the mass of matter above, the 
arch cracked, aud the red-hot cinders and slag 
suddenly fel! luto the water basin below. This 
geucrated an unmense volume of steam, which, 
having no safficient vent, caused an explosion 
which drove the chuders, and slag, aud the water 
from the furnace with terrible force. The men 
in front were telled to the ground, aud so great 
was the mass of material that the workmen 
were actually buried beneath the cinders and 
slag, a great bart dt which was still glowing. The 
— A was bot accompanbigd by any great 
Doles, and the first iatimation the uninjured 
woikmen*bad of the accident wus a slight poise 
as though tile contents of a panful 
of water had been thrown into heated 
cones. No damage was done to any 
portion of the mill or its contents. The work- 
men, turulug about on hearing the hoise, saw 
some Of their numbers almost covered by the 
material sent fiying irom he furnace, and saw 
others lying arouad writhing under the scalds 
inflict upon them by the heated water. 
Mr. McChesney, the engineer, was the 
first toꝶr un forward, and, rapidiy removing the 
burnt coals and slag, discovered first the body 
of his brother, John McChesney, the Superix- 
tendent of the will, whose regular position wus 
elsewhere iu the establishment. Then there 
were soon picked up Joseph Russel, Patrick 
Waters, Patrick Conodrs, Harry Enuis, John 
Gallagher, and Hugh Reele, all more 
or less seriously ~ injured. McChesney 
presented a horrible sight. He was scalded an 

burnt from head to foot, and so terribly that 
from his chin to his thighs the ficsh fe)! in 
pieces from his bones. It was with difficulty 


that he could be removed to his 
dwelling on Wilbey secs, below 
Elm. for were contact with his 


body detached fragments of skin and flesh. 
He died ata late hour tonight. He was 45 
vears of age. He leaves a wü and three chil- 


dren. Joseph Russell, who is 4 years of age, 
was removed to bis residence {i House 
keepers’ court. The entire Upper por- 
tion of his carred 


body was 
and biistered by burns cad bcalde. He suffered 
the most intense agony. His injurits were so 
severe that his recovery is cousidered doubtful.

The bank lost $4, 200, 000 in 
coin, while the Bank of France gained nearly 
$4,000.000. Of course John Bull will not stand 
this kind of drain for many weeks.’

New York 
exchange is still firm at e per $1,000 premium 
between banks, Some partics are shipping cur- 
tency, but the movement as yet is not general.

Wheat is apparently cornered bere for July as 
well as in Milwaukee, the receipts at both places 
being very light. The bears have looked for stall 
prices on big receipts, forgetting that there bas 
almost alwaye in the past been a reaction before 
the new wheat was actually forwarded to market. 
August usually witnesses the disappointment of 
the shorts, and we seidom receive big quantities 
of new wheat un towards October. The move- 
ment this year will undoubtedly be earlier than 
usual’ on account of large offerings of winter 
wheat. We note that the receipts of winter wheat 
exceeded those of spring in this city yesterday. 
Of course the winter wheat ie all new. The slow- 
neas with which old wheat comes forward suggests 
what we have several times hinted in Tur Tin 
Une, that the crop of 1877 was probably mach 
overestimated. 

The Board of Trade will to-day procecd to hallot 
on the proposition to repen! the corner rule, and it 
is probable that a very full vote will be polled, es 
the feeling on both sides is strong. As usual in 
such cases, there is no little unfairneas of expres- 
sion, Some pa. ties who favored the adoption of 
the rule three years ago and are dissatisfied with 
its working are accused of inconsistency because 
they have changed their minds, and ethers again 
who wish the rule to be retained are charged with 

proper motives. It is much to be desired that a 
full vote will be polled, eo that it may be known 
on which side of the question the Board standes! It 
is suggested that if the rule be repealed some 
change ought to be made in the regulations for the 
calling of margins. 

The leading produce markete were again irregu- 
lar yesterday. Provisions were very tame. pork 
being almost stagnant, with net much change in 
prices. Spot grain was ecarce, and generally 
stronger in consequence, while some futures ad- 
vanced insympathy.

THE PEDESTRIANS. 
Daniel O'Leary, of Chicago, champion pefies- 
trian of the world, made his first public appear- 
ance in Chicago since his great Londou per- 
formance last evening, when he started to walk 
275 miles to Schmehl’s 250 at the Exposition 
Building. The weather was a great improve- 
ment on the preceding days, and was fairly 
coo}, so that walking was not necessarily a mat- 
ter of intense perspiration. The attendance at 
the opening hour, 8 o'clock, was about 1,000, 
but the crowd, which kept going and coming 
until a late hour, covered many more than that 
number of people. Two tracks had been laid 
down between the elevator aud the fountain, 
one measuring a tenth of a mile and the other 
aninth. Both were laid out by a City Survev- 
or, and paved with well-packed sawdust. § On 
drawing for choice of tracks, the long one wus 
assigned to Schmeh! and the shorter to O’ Leary. 
Shortly after 5 o’clock the contestants were 
in readiness, and received the word “Go,” 
amidst much applause. Schmenl laid out the 
work at the start, being apparently determined 
to make lap for lap with the champion. In the 
first mile no spurts were made, and the time 
was 10:15 for O'Leary and 9:50 for Schnijebl. 
in the course of the second mile thetwo came 
together for a lively brush, and for the best 
part of a lap they raced furiously, the result 
being that O’Leary got away from his com- 
petitor easily. The judges for O Leary are 
Messrs. K. P. Powell and W. H. Sulllvan; for 
Schmehl, W. Hener and G. K Sims. The 
timekecpers are Messrs. J. E. Tansey 
for O'Leary, and P. Odiin for Schmiehl. 
Dr. Dunne attends O’Leary as medical adviser, 
as usual. The arrangements of all kinds are 
excellent, even to the placing of tents near the 
track for the men. The task which they have 
undertaken is expressed thus: O'Leary to 
walk 2,750 laps of bis track, while Schmecb! walks 
2,250 of his. The record of O’Leary is too well 
known to need recounting; Schmehl has made 
soom good records against time, especially in 
New Orleans, but bas not been known as a re- 
markable man in a race. The style of walking 
of the men is not greatly different, except that 
Schmehl, being much the taller, seems to make 
a greater stride and to take fewer steps to the 
lap. The swing of the arms is common to bpth, 
and O’Leary’s general style is about the same it 
was when he beat that pretentious fraud, E P 
Weston, at the Exposition Building. 
The fastest record for Bo miles is 67 hougs 59 
minutes 50 seconds, made by O'Leary in En- 
gland Nov. 20, 1876, in a match against Cross- 
land. In the present match O'Leary virtually 
bets that Schmeh! cannot come within about 10 
per cent of that, or else that be himself can 
make 10 per cent better time. According to 
such judgment as can be made from the redord 
the event should be decided between 10 and 11 
o'clock Saturday night. '

A NEW STEAM BARGE. 

The new steam barge built by Messrs. Linn & 
Craig at Gibraltar was launched yesterday after- 
noon, and christened thé Alcona, the name being 
derived from a small town on the upper weston 
shore of Lake Huron. It had been announced that 
the launch would take place at3 o'clock, but it was 
not until twenty minutes before 6 o'clock that she 
slid gracefully tuto the water, stern first, without 
a break or flaw to martne occasion.

For some 
time past it has been at Desotel & Hutton's shops 
in this city being overhauled. Her machinery, 
now gooey in position, was built at the Frontier 
Iron Works in this city. She will be towed here 
to-day or to-morrow to receive her boiler and have 
her engine setup. As the boat is now, she draws 
four feet six inches forward and six feet aft Her 
Wheel is about ten feet across. The keel was laid 
on dan.
